Misery and Degradation in England 


The English capital bas in it more misery and 


vice than any other city in the Christian world, 
and. perhaps Mahometism, or “even heathen 
China, cannot furnish any thing worse. The 
English are shedding a world of tears over our 
poor degraded negro slaves: and Madame Stowe 
is a lioness out there, because she wrote a ro- 
mance, in which she pictured suflerings and 
wrongs of negroes aud a very bad master, all, it 
is true, creatures of the imagination, having ve- 
ry tew originals, but after after all, a brilliant 
novel. As we said, Britons, and even their la- 
dies are shedding tears over Mrs. Stowe’s Uncle 
Tom and the inmates of his cabin, while vastly 
vreater sufferings than Mrs. Stowe imnagines in 
Unele Tom's Cabin, exist at their own homes, 
and in the richest city in the world. There can 
be nothing imagined imore horrible, than the 
condition of many of the British poor in Lon- 
don.. One hundred thousand women support 
themselves by the needle, working from seven- 


teen to twenty hours a day, and thousands on | 


thousands are compelled to sell themselves to 
prostitution, disease and early death, to save 
themselves and friends from immediate starva- 
tion. Can any thing be more revolting to hu- 
manity’ Not only are there multitudes of wo- 
men thus reduced to degrading poverty and 
vice, but multitudes, no one can number, of the 
laboring poor, live and die like brutes, in loatlr- 
some hovels. These do not include the tens of 
thousands professed beggars and thieves, but 
those who would be honest and work for a liv- 
In reference to the latter class, we cut an 
article from a London paper, of March 30th: 


CONDITION OF THE POOR IN LONDON. 


Not very far from the spot where we write, 
within no very great distance of the residence 
of many of our aristocracy, les one of those 
dark and gloomy * courts,” which, all over Lon- 
don are thronged by the poor. It ts not, we be- 
lieve, worse than handiede of others, but it has 
been explored, and to the humanity of those 
who have visited its dismal chambers, we &re 
udebted for a description of the dwellings, and 
the daily life of our myriads of swarming pop- 
ulation. 

The “court” of which we write, Charlotte 
buildings, off Gray’s inn-lane.” contains fifteen 
houses, and these fifteen houses give, each con- 
taining eight rooms, shelter, upon the very low- 
est calculation, to a population of very nearly 
one thousand persons! The description of one 
of these houses is the description of all. Will 
our readers bear with us while we take them 
through its apartments as they are described by 
an eye-witness! We begin with the two rooms 
upon the ground floor : 

In the front room “* there are no bed-steads, 
chairs, or tables, a few ragued clothes are drying 
before a little tire in the grate, above the mantle 
are a looking-glass about three inches high, and 
some torn points of the crucifixion, &c. ; in the 
cupboards, without doors, are pieces of broken 
crockery; a kind of bed in one corner, with 
children asleep ; the tloor rotten in many parts, 
the walls and ceiling sadly cracked., The rent 
is 2s. 3d. per week, which is called for every 
Monday, and must be paid on Wednesday.” 

- We are not told who are the inmates of this 
chamber, but the room immediately behind it 
“ presents a sad scene of distress—the man, his 
wife, and some children, earn a a by chopping 
firewood ; the man had been ill and not able to 
rise for two days ; he was lying on a quantity ol 
wood shavings, and was covered with an -old 
black and ragged blanket; his skin did not ap- 
pear as if it had been washed for weeks; he 
was very ill, and ery in a state of fever: 
his wife was almost equally dirty. * We have no 
wood to chop, was the expression of their ultimate 
distress. This room was much dilapidated, and 
they had suffered greatly during the late severe 
weather, owing to the hodien condition of the 
windows. The rent was 1s. 9d. per week; the 
window overlooks a back yard, the condition of 
which was shocking.” 

These, it will be remembered, are not the 
haunts of the outcasts of society, who live by 
plunder. This wretched back room is the hid- 
ing-place of a miserable couple who, with their 
children, attempt to earn their bread by an 
humble, an ill-requited, but an honest industry. 
The expression of their worst distress is,“ We 


have no wood to chop.”

of £40 '—a rent infinitely greater, in proportion,

round us, and we may venture fo sef against all 
the degradation of human nature that prevads over 
ten thousand square miles of the most savage dist-

Some Facts Worth Remembering. 


A vigorous man breathes from his lungs each 
day, about thirteen ounces of pure carbon. This 


quantity of carbon is) equivalent an™ equal 


— 


weight of pure charcoal, burnt daily in his lunes, 
to develop the electro-dynamic excitation or 
constituting animal heat and animal motive 
wwer. At this rate, a man burns about twice 
hie weight of carbon every year, and in the al- 
lotted term of three-score years and ten, con- 
sumes about ten tons of carbon of chareoal, in 
developing animal heat and motive power. 

By exposing dried blood in a covered crucible 
to a red heat, a residuum of chareoal will be 
left. which cannot be distinguished from the 
chareoal left, in the same crucible after wood, 
bread, sugar, flesh, &ec., have been similarly ex- 
posed. 


The quantity of air passing through the lungs | 


of a man of ordinary size every twenty-four 
hours has been found to be 266 cubie feet. of 
which twenty and two-thirds cubie feet are 


changed ito carbonic acid gas. 


If the supply of oxygen and hydrogen is cut 
off or diminished, the combustion of carbon will 
diminish in a corresponding proportion, and the 
physical strength and locomotive power of ani- 
mals will also diminish. Henee, on ascending 
mountains, as the air becomes more dense. i 
contains less oxygen, and men and animals 
sooner begin to paut, as if they had been run- 
ning, in order to supply themselves with the ox- 
ygen with which to consume the carbon in their 
food, . 

Active exercise produces rapid breathing, and 
consequently a greater amount of oxygen enters 
the system, and produces a more rapid combus- 
tion of carbon. It the supply of oxygen is cut 
off in any way, as by working in unventilated 
apartments, ihe power ol the operative is soon 
exhausted Hence the most improved work- 
shops in England are supplied with fresh air by 
the mechanical power of jau machines. 

A horse consumes about eleven pounds of 
carbon and hydrogen daily, in the form of food, 
but only about five andLa half pounds avoirdu- 
pois appear to -be burnt in his lungs, from 
whence it is interred that halt of his tood ts 
wasted. 

This is owing to the imperfect mastication of 
wiry dry hay on which he is fed. Liebig con- 
siders the feces of animals to represent the im- 
perfectly burned or oxidized portions of their 
food, and compares it to soot or lamp-black re- 
sulting from imperfect combustion im ordinary 
furnaces. 

To prevent this wasteful expenditure of car- 
bon, ruminating animals are provided with mus- 
eles for bringing back from the stomach to the 
mouth the solid ligneous fibres of the grasses, 
so as to subject them to a new mastication and 
to extract from fhem the carbon which was not 
elaborated on the first chewing. 

The time and labor required by a horse or an 
ox to masticate twenty-five pounds of hay com- 
pletely prevents his being able to werk for man 
as many hours as a man can work. A man can 
work twelve hours, a horse only eight. The 
reason is, that when the horse has finished work- 
ing for his master, he must turn miller, and 
spends several hours in grinding his daily grist 
for supper, before he can lie down to rest.— 
Man’s hours for labor would not exceed eight if 
he were obliged to chew his raw wheat and corn 
instead of availing himself of the services of the 
miller and the baker. Henee, in Holland, hors- 
es are frequently fed with grain reduced to the 
form of loaves. A wise economy would lead 
those who use beasts of burden to have their 
food prepared for them as systematically as for 
their own table. 

A large portion of the carbon in hay and grain, 
which is bummed in the lungs of animals goes 
merely to supply animal heat, without contribut- 
ing to motive power or nutrition. A warm barn, 
therefore, saves the unnecessary combustion of 
much costly organic carbon in the lungs, to sus- 
tain the due temperature of the blood heat of 
cattle clothed with short hair. Certain animals, 
tu economize the limited. provision of carbon 
and hydrogen treasured up in their bodies in the 
form of fat, to be burnt im the form of fuel, in 
their lungs, are motionless and torpid during 
winter. Fuel is as necessary for motion in a 
bear or in a horse as ina steameugine. By 
this economy only is the bear enabled to prevent 
the freezing of his body during winter. For a 
like reason, the animals of the polar regions

It was a gathering of citizens of all 
parties to consult on matters af immediate pub- 
lic interest. Among the speakers then introduc- 
ed -to us were some strangers. Of these you 
were one. We were glad to see you. You ap- 
peared to decided advantage. You spoke we'll. 
You made a good impression. You grew in 
popular favor. Your years, your good sense, 
your experience, singled you out first amoung 
many to represent this city in the Convention at 
Monterey. | 

Soon after our first introduction we saw you a 
devout worshipper in the school-house on the 
corner of the Plaza, and felt glad that at least one 
grey head would lend dignity to, and inspire 
with needed moderation, so young but important 
a body of men. 

We were not disappointed. We saw you on the 
floor of that house, which will ever be sacred 
as the birth place of our State Constitution. In 
public debate, you sustained well the dignity of 
your years. You evidently had power there, aid 
wielded it for good. You had much to do in 
the framing of that instrument which has been 
the pride of the whole Federal Union. You 
gained an honorable reputation. You soon re- 
ceived an honorable reward. The unusual Trust 
was committed to you by our first Legislature 
to go with that instrument, and on its basis. of 
equality and liberty, demand our admittance to 
the sisterhood of States. Loud and long you 
knocked at the door of the nation, till we were 
finally admitted to full privileges, and on our 
own terms.

But where now is that Instrument’! Behold 
it broken in your own hand! Behold it beneath 
your own feet! And trampled with it in the dust 
is the pledged word of your honor, the soleinn 
oath of your office! And you have broken it 
in the very place where you made it strony. — 
For it was principally by your efforts that dueling 
was made by itacrime. Asa Southern man it 
was you’ earnest eloquence that made that bar- 
barous practice a disgrace. Out of your own 
mouth you are condemned. On your own con- 
fession you are no longer a citizen of California. 
You cannot, without perjury, vote at any of our 
elections. You cannot without perjury hold any 
office in the gift of this people. You are a iis- 
franchised man, and in this respect are on a 
level with the lowest convict in state prison. 
Any man-may now challenge your vote. Any 
one may to-day impeach you in office. You 
hold your office this moment in defiance of the 
Constitution you are sworn to support. You 
occupy the despicable position of holding o1 to 
an office you have forfeited. You most shaime- 
fully cling to honors to which you have no fur- 
ther title. You meanty claim to represent a 
people among whom you are not even a citizen. 
While a protest from an insulted people might 
successfully contest your seat and exclude you 
from the Senate of the United States, you most 
ingloriously stick to it. 

What a position for an honorable Senator! Sir, 
if your title (now empty) be not all the honor 
that yet remainsfin you,j summon the Jittle that 
is left, and let the position no longer disgrace 
you—come out like a man, and resign a trust 
you have failed tokeep. You pride yourself on 
your honor: be proud enough now to be honor- 
able. You have by your late duel set a higher 
value upon your honor, than upon your life: you 
should now certainly value your honor more than 
your office. The vindication of your honor re- 
cently exposed you to death; that vindication 
now requires your resignation and retirement. 

You ought, as an honorable man, to have re- 
signed your office before you fought. That resiz- 
nation would at least have shown that you had 
too much patriotism to degrade your honors 
while you disgraced yourself. If you thought it 
necessary for you personally to break the Con- 
stitution, you were bound in all honor not to 
break it while, as a public man, you were its 
sworn defender. Having resigned, you could 
with less guilt have become an enemy of the 
State.

y The New School Law—How it works. 


[tis well known to all our readers that in this 
city we have a system of Free Common Schools 
—free to all children and youth of suitable age— 
free from sectarian bias and denominational in- 
terference and influence : and if any do not en- 
joy the benefits of this free system it is their 
own tault. 

Under this system the whole city is divided, 
by the city government, into seven school dis- 
tricts, and an excellent free sclicol established 
in each district. These schools are taught by 
sixteen eminently qualified teachers. selected 
with vreat care trom a large number of candi- 
dates. . These schools have been supported, 
from the beginning, by a city fund, raised by 
special tax, without the assistance of a dollar 
from any other source. 

This system has succeeded in securing the 
decided approbation of a large majority of our 
citizens—ot all, we may say, with the exception 
of a class of persons who are decided enemies 
of our free institutions and are laboring to sap 
their foundations. 

Under color of 


But to return to our caption. 
the State Superintendent's 
sectarian amendments of the school law, our 
County Superintendent has most indiscreetly 
invaded the prerogative of the cily government, 
and seized upon a portion of the city, embraced 
ina school district: previously organized by the 
city, formed a new school district, appointed 
schoo! commissioners for such new district. and 
consigned these commissioners to the custodyand 
control of the priests and sisters who have the 
management of the Market Street Roman Catho- 
lic school, and these subservient commissioners 
are already knocking at the dodr of the city 
treasury, for the city free school funds, for the 
support of these same priests and sisters while 
trang the children in the dogmas and mum- 
eries of the Roman Catholic Church—althouch 
that school fund has been raised and paid by 
our citizens under a special restriction that no 
part of it should be used for sectarian purposes, 

We trust that the good sense of our citizens 
will suitably rebuke this’ disorganizing interfer- 
ence on the part of the county oflicials, with 


“our city school systein. 


It is true that the new sectarian school law 
authorizes the county superintendent to appoint 
school commissioners within the city limits ;— 
but it does not require him to do so—and it is 
‘suggested to us that the law authorizing the ap- 
pointment of these commissioners in cities, does 
not prescribe their powers and duties. nor clothe 
them with any authority whatever: that it does 
not provide that such commissioners shall pos- 
sess the same powers as other school commis- 
sioners. This is a question to be settled by the 
courts. 

Our State legislation is in a dreadful condi- 
tion—and the interests of education and all oth- 
er important interests call loudly for wiser and 
more patriotic counsels than have hitherto pre- 
vailed. Let us not despair: but labor on. and 
with the blessing of God on our efforts, we may 
hope to redeem our free, civil and religious in- 
stitutions from the hand of the spoiler and our 
new and glorious commonwealth from disgrace 
and impending ruin.

Among the acts of heroism which were per- 
formed by persons at Norwalk where the Rail- 
road accident occurred, was that of John Collins, 
who has been sick for the past year, and unable 
to work. He was standing on the dock when 
the accident occurred; and before the last car 
was over he had plunged into the water. He 
swam to a boat, ok with his knife cut the cord, 
and it was used to save the lives of several per- 
sons.

He 
continued to exert himself until from exhaustion 
he fainted and was taken to the shore.

These 
accounts, although partaking largely of the 
marvelous in their character, are vouched for by 
the parties as being strictly true: 


Mr. Downs, in company with Messra. Getchel 
and McClure of this city, made a hunting ex- 
cursion to Bear Valley, (60 miles north-west of 
Colusa,) on Tuesday last, end returned Saturday 
evening, brinwing with them the bodies of seven 
elk. three antelopes, and several black-tailed 
deer. The account given by Dr. 
wild region, is truly romantic. 

In the valle 
mountains, wild’ oats Was discovered nine feet 
in height, full in the ear, and ripening for the

awaits there tu gather its golden fruit 

The Doctor brought with him several heads 
of barley, which was also found in the same 
neighborhood, of spontanegus growth. over two 
inches and a half long in the ear, every grain 
perfect in its formation, and plump as the best 
specimens that are gathered from cultivated 
grounds. 

In this lonely region not a track was discover- 
ed to indicate that it had ev er previously been 
visited by a civilized being, avd so intense 
was the heat during the day, that the stock ‘ot 
one of the party’s guns which had been upon 
the ground tor a few minutes, split and shed its 
varnish off in seales. Birds fell to 
the earth in their attempts to fly; or where their 
feeble efforts were attended with success, perch- 
ed upon the horses attached to the party's wa- 
gon, and upon the hands and shoulders of its 
occupants, with gasping throats, and seemed by 
their extreme docility to offer a silent prayer for 
assistance. A basin of water was drawn from 
on® of the kegs and set before them, of which 
they drank heartily and then flew off. 

The party discovered several hot springs, with 
a temperature sufficient to cook an egy in a mo- 
ment of time; besides witnessing a “convulsion 
of nature resembling an eartaquake, which tore 
open the earth in a fissure forty or fifty rods long. 

The particulars, as remarkable as they may 
seem, are well avouched by the characters of 
the gentlemen reporting them. It is the inten- 
tion of the same party to extend their observa- 
ons farther in this region when the weather 
yrows cooler, as their “curiosity has only been 
whetted by what they have seen.

The police of the city succeeded on Tuesday 
night, in ferreting out the mint from which these 
counterfeits were issued. <A large amount ol 


aparatus for coining, presses, and dies of all 
varieties of gold coin, from the denomina- 


tion of fifty dollar pieces to two dollars and a 
half were found in an untenanted house on Sut- 
ter street. When the oflicers of the law made 
a descent upon*the éstablishment, the operators 
were nowhere to be found—the birds had flown, 
and the machinery and apparatus was all that 
The dies, which were admirally 
ealculated to deceive, s0 closely did they imi- 
tate the genuine, and other portions of the ma- 
chinery were of Lohdon manufacture.

SACRAMENTO, May, 9th, 1853. 

Editor of Pacific—Sir: Last night, in a moment 
of sadness, such as will at times overshadow the soul, 
I opened an old memorandum book in which I had 
noted—a year ago—the daily occurrences of a most 
disastrous voyage from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
shore. # 

—e record of May 9th, 1852; it is as fol- 
“Friday and Saturday were spent in nursing M—.” 
Paring his few lucid intervals he told us that he 

must die, and gave directions for disposing of his ef- 

fects. 

He was most of the time delirious, and perhaps for- 
tunately so, for he fancied himself at home, and knew 
but Jittle of the rough realities about him. 

“ He died at nine o'clock, last night.”’ 

Owing to the contagious nature of his discase, it was 
thought necessary to dispose of his corpse at once. 

Most of the passengers were asleep, but those who 
were on deck will never forget the benumbing gloom of 
that night burial. 

, at least, shal] never forget my emotions: as, stand- 
ing beside that not yet stiffened corpse, on a misty, 
starlit night, I repeated the solemn burial service, and 
thet hollow plunge, in the triple darkness of Death— 
the night and the great sea—will haunt me for daysto 
come. 

Just as this melancholy seene closed, the watch was 
called. Four bells—ten o'clock. Less than one hour since 
he lived—now he is seeking the ocean depths, where 
the sea weed and coral shall be his bed and sepulchre, 
until the “‘ resurrection morn.” 

Pinned to that leaf of my journal was the enclosed 
paper; it was penned under the excitement of the 
moment. I send it for inspection, and if you think it 
possessed of sufficient merit, you are at liberty to give 
it a place in your colamns, which I shall certainly ap- 
preciate as a great honor. | 

I am aware that among your readers are many keen

A paper was recently read before the 
Boston Society of Natural History, from 
Dr. W. J. Burnett, on the character of 
the rattlesnake. The doctor had been 
experimenting on the two or three speci- 
mens of this animal, and announces the 
discovery of numerous embryo poison- 
fangs in the jaws of the snake, immedi- 
ately behind the outward fangs. The 
use of these hidden weapons of destruc- 
tion appears to be to supply the place 
of the biting fangs of the serpent when 
they get broken off or worn out in ser- 
vice. It also appears that the long fangs 
(two in number) which are used in in- 
flicting the deadly bite of the rattlesnake, 
are naturally shed every few years, 
when they are not injured by accident 
or wear, and the reserve fangs are suthic- 
iently numerous to meet the worst em- 
ergencies. From miuute microscopal 
examinations of the structure of these 
teeth, Dr. B. concludes that there are 
two canals in each fang, only one of 
which conveys the poison to the wound. 
Respecting the character of the poison 
itself, the doctor remarks as follows :— 

“ There is good reason for the belief 
that its action is the same upon all liv- 
ing things, vegetables as well as animals. 
It is even just as fatal to the snake it- 
self, as to other animals, for Dr. Dearing 
informed me that one of his specimens, 


after being irritated and annoyed in its 
cage, in moving suddenly accidentally 
struck one of its fangs into his own 
body; it soon rolled over and died as 
any other animal would have done.— 
Here, then, we have the remarkable, and 
unique fact, of a 
iquid secreted directly from the blood, 
which proves deadly when introduced 
into the very source (the blood) from 
which it was derived "”’ 

In order to scrutinize by the aid of 
the microscope the operation of this 
deadly agent on the blood, Dr. Burnett 
stupefied one of the fiercest of his snakes 
by dropping chloroform upon his head. 

“Twenty-five or thirty drops being 

allowed to fall on his head, one slowly 
after the other, the sound of his rattle 
gradually died away, and in a few min- 
utes he was wholly under this agent.— 
He was then adroitly seized behind the 
jaws with the thumb and fore-finger, and 
dragged from the cage and allowed to 
partially resuscitate; in this state a 
second person held his tail to prevent 
his coiling around the arm of the first, 
while a third opened his mouth, and, 
with a pair of forceps, pressed the fang 
upward, causing a flow of poison which 
was received on the end of the scalpel. 
The snake was then returned into the 
cage. 
“Blood was then extracted from a 
finger, for close microscopical examina- 
tion. The smallest quantity of the 
poison being presented to the blood be- 
tween the glasses, a change was imme- 
diately perceived—the corpuscles ceased 
to run and pile together, and remained 
stagnant without any special alteration 
of structure. ‘The whole appearance 
was as though the vitality of the blood 
had-been suddenly destroyed, exactly as 
in death. from lightning. This agrees 
also with another experiment performed 
on a fo~vl, where the whole mass of 
blood appeared quite liquid, and having 
little coagulable power.” 

Dr. Burnett is of opinion that the 
physiological action of the poison of the 
rattlesnake in animals is that of a most 
powerful sedative, acting through the 
blood on the nervous centres. He sup- 
ports this position by the remarkable 
fact that its full and complete antidotes 
are the inost active stimulants; and of 
these alcohol (commonly in the form of 
rum or whisky) is the first. This remedy 
is well known at the South, and there 
are soine twenty-five authentic cases on 
record, proving that a person suffering 
from the bite of a rattlesnake may drink 
from one to two quarts of clear brandy, 
without feeling the slightest tendency 
to intoxication, and eventually recover.

LOSS OF HUMAN LIFE BY WAR. 


_ The last number of the Companion 
to the Almanac contains a curious re- 
turn, compiled from official sources, of 
the killed and wounded of the regular 
British troops in the military and naval 
actions from 1793 to 1815. The results 
exhibit a less amount of bloodshed than 
the popular imagination usually con- 
nects with great wars. ‘The total num- 
ber of killed was 19,796, of whom 1160 
were officers. ‘The total number of 
wounded was 74,839 of whom 9720 were 
ofhicers. ‘The proportion of killed inthe 
navy as compared with those in the 
army, is about one-fourth; but the 
wounded were in-a much less proportion; 
a fact ae aco seem to imply, that 


the means4f destruction is much more 
effective in the former branch of force. 
It would manifestly, however, be wrong 
to speak, in sank numbers, of 20,000 
lives as the total amount of loss by sea 
and land during these twenty-two years 
of war. We know not how many of 
the wounded never reco¥ered, or had 
their lives shortened and embittered by 
the injuries they had sustained. We 
are also without any means of stating 
the nutnber of the missing, or of tracing 
their fates, It would probably be near- 
er the truth to speak of 40,000 lives sac- 
rificed by the war. ‘The actions of that 
warlike period were not of a sanguinary 
character during the first few years.— 
For example, the loss of men in 1797 
was only thirty-eight, three of whom 
were officers, Kven in the year of the 
arduous campaigns of Sir Ralph Aber- 
cromnbie in Egypt, the loss was no more 
than 507 men and twenty-two officers. 
In the year of the Peninsular campaigns, 
the numbers increas® toe 1380 in 1809, 
which ineludes the slaughter at Corunna; 
and 1628 in 1811, which show the bloody 
encounters of Barossa,Fuentes de Onore, 
and Albuera. ‘I'he slain of 1813 were 
nearly 3000. At Waterloo, there fell 
171 officers, and 2341 private men, while 
the wounded were respectively 680, and 
9005.
